system. 

When a canvass is going, on, there 
are pledges made to do everything for 
the cause of education; how many of 
those pledges are fulfilled? It is an 
easy matter to make a pledge, it is 
hard to fulfill It. It is an easy matter 
to sit down in an office furnished by 
the people's money, and write long, 
voluminous reports on pnper furnished 
from the same source, have them print- 
ed at the expense of the people, and at 
the same expense, sent broadcast — 
where? To those who have paid for 
them? No, for not one in a hundred 
ofthemknowof their existence— but 
from the Atlantic to the Pacific, from 
the lakes to the gulf. And oh! re- 
freshing indeed it must be to that 
officer, as he lays back in his chair- 
paid for by the people— and reads the 
newspaper encomiums upon the great 
work he has accomplished. Great work 
indeed, when two thirds of the mat- 
ter in most of these reports are gath- 
ered and furnished by other officers of 
the system. If one half the time and 
money spent in getting up these n - 
ports were spent in informing the 
people of their duties and privileges, 
we think the plaudits of the home 
folks would be far more refreshing. 

Another, and perhaps the leading 
CftUse. is' the ignorance of the people in 
regard to school matters. I have men- 
tioned this before, but there cannot be 
too much stress laid upon this point. It 
is a deplorable fact that there is so 
little interest taken by the people that 
a large majority of them never saw the 
inside of their school-house; many of 
them could not describe the house or 
its location. Now there is an easy 
remedy for all this. Let our officers take 
the matter in hand, let them begin 
now to discharge their long neglected 
duties; leave your haunts in the cities 
and towns, come into the country and 
mingle with those who have elevated 
you to your position, make appoint- 
ments and address the people on the 
greatest question now before them; if 
you cannot speak, get others who can, 
and you talk. You could talk when you 
wanted the office, why not now? The 
people will welcome you, will listen to 
you, and if you show that you are in- 
terested, they will catch the inspiration 
and a new era will dawn upon our 
school system. Who will be the first 
to move In this matter. Oh that the 
energy and talent now lying dormant 
may be aroused and put into action.

The dam nt Lock No. 4, below this 
city, Is leaking badly, and the water 
has run out of this pool so that the 
Hornet Is compelled to land below the 
Lock. The leak Is thought to be where 
the old mill raee passed through the 
dam and Col. Sublett has a foree of 
hands busily engaged in stopping It. 

The specifications under which con- 
tracts are let for broken stone to be 
spread U|>on the streets call for rock 
broken so small that they will pass 
through a two-inch ring. An examina- 
tion of the stone recently spread upon 
Main street will reveal the fact that 
many of them will not pass through a 
six-inch ring, while a large portion 
are about four inches square. The 
Street Commissioner should look into 
the matter. 

During the Democratic ratification 
Saturday night Mr. John Henderson 
was riding up Main street, when his 
horse took fright at the music of the 
brass band and started to run. In front 
of Marshall & Meagher's he ran into 
some fishing poles which made such a 
racket that it frightened him worse and 
he liegan to run in earnest. In passing 
Kllwanger's a fruit stand on the edge 
of the pavement was upset, a burning 
torch attached to the stand got (aught 
In the harness and was carried along 
with him for some distance. Mr. Hen- 
derson held on to the reins manfully 
and attempted to hold the frightened 
animal down, but he continued to run 
until he reached the foot of the hill at 
the head of the street, when Mr. Hen- 
derson put whip to him and hewassoon 
wil ling come to a stand . Being crippled 
Mr. H. could not have left the wagon 
had he desired to do so, and he very 
fortunately escaped injury. 

A sad accident occurred in Belle Point 
Saturday evening by which one of the 
most quiet and highly respected citi- 
zens of that place, Mr. John H. Wright, 
lost his life In company with three 
other bricklayers he was returning from 
work at the Old Crow Distillery in a 
spring wagon, and in crossing the Rail- 
road bridge the horse they were driving 
became frightened at a hand-car. Ollie 
Patterson, an old colored man who 
happened to be near, grasped the bridle 
and led the horse a short distance, but 
just as he released his hold the bridge- 
keeper rang the alarm bell, which 
dtarted the horse again and he ran 
rapidly down to the bridge across 
B.Mison, the driver lost his hold on one 
of the reins and Mr. Wright attempted 
to jump out of the wagon. In doing 
so he was thrown upon his head and 
the back of his skull crushed in. He 
was taken up and carried to his home 
on Front street, where he died in about 
an hour after. 

The deceased leaves a widow and 
three children— Rev. J. E. Wright, of 
<l'!(»rgctown, Mr. J. Wesley Wright, of 
the Yeoman office, and Mrs. Wm. Q, 
I'urker— who are completely crushed 
by this sudden and heavy affliction.

Death of Hon H. M. Bedford. 

Hon. Hillory M. Bedford, a prom- 
inent and highly respected citizen of 
this county, died suddenly at his resi- 
dence near the Forks of Elk horn, 
Monday morning about 10 o'clock.
